Computer camp may become annual event at KDES

The first summer computer camp for 
hearing impaired students in the Wash- 
ington, D.C. area was concluded last 
week at KDES. Directed by Gerald 
Pollard, a computer science instructor at 
the Texas School for the Deaf in Austin, 
the program combined daily computer 
language classes with recreational activi- 
ties. Students between ages 10 and 14 
participated in the program. 

Classes included instruction in the 
basic care of computer hardware and 
software, keyboarding skills and the 
LOGO language. Each student was re- 
quired to develop a final program and 
present it to the class. 

“The advantage of the computer 
camp concept,” said Dr. Pollard, “is 
that the computer language learning 
takes place in an environment very con- 
ducive to acquiring self-confidence and 
improving social interaction skills.” 

LOGO was chosen as the computer 
language, said Dr. Pollard, because it 
offers a good introduction to computer 
concepts and serves as a sound basis 
for learning other computer languages. 

Janice Welborn, principal of KDES, 
and Dr. Pollard met at a national con- 
ference on the use of microcomputers 
in the education of hearing impaired 
students held at KDES in April. 

Dr. Pollard’s 20 years of experience in 
education of hearing impaired youths, 
particularly those spent in teaching 
computer languages, prompted 
Welborn to invite him to supervise the 
summer program. 

Margaret Hallau, director of curriculum 
and outreach for Pre-College Programs, 
assisted Welborn in applying for and 
securing a Presidential Award to help 
fund the computer camp. 

A Computer Fair marked the closing 
of the 4-week program. Cash prizes for 


programming design and presentation 
were awarded to the following partici- 
pants: Nicole Patterson, 1st place; 
Michael Castaldi, 2nd place; Hilda 
Johnson, 3rd place; and Joey Bader, 
4th place. 

KDES math instructors Anne Sullivan 
and Margaret Simpson, both of whom 
worked with Dr. Pollard in conducting 
the program, picked up skills and ex- 


Southeast regional center to open 
this fall in St. Augustine, Florida 


President Jerry C. Lee announced 
recently that the College will open a 
fourth regional center at Flagler College 
in St. Augustine, FL this fall. 


The center will tie the resources of 
Gallaudet to those of Flagler and, in 
cooperation with other institutions in the 
Southeast, provide greater educational 
opportunities for hearing impaired peo- 
ple, their families and the professionals 
who serve them. 


Dr. Lee explained that Gallaudet is 
receiving increasing requests for services 
from people in the southeastern U.S., 
attributable in part to an ongoing popu- 
lation shift. According to the Bureau of 
the Census more than 91 percent of the 
population growth in the U.S. from

“Teachers and students learning to- 
gether in programs such as this is excit- 
ing,” said Dr. Pollard. When asked 
about the possibility of future computer 
camps at KDES, he said, “Based on the 
success of this summer’s program, I cer- 
tainly hope that they will become an 
annual event.”

1980 to 1984 occurred in the South and 
West. Demographers expect that shift to 
continue, at a slower pace, through the 
rest of the century. 


“Flagler’s fine program preparing 
teachers to teach deaf students, its 
proximity to the Florida School for the 
Deaf and Blind in St. Augustine and its 
excellent cooperative relationship with 
that school were all factors in the deci- 
sion to name Flagler our southeast re- 
gional center,” said Dr. Lee. 


“The regional center concept has 
proved to be a cost-effective way for 
deafness-related professionals to procure 
training from Gallaudet without having 
to incur the expense of traveling to and 
lodging in Washington, D.C.,” Dr. Lee 
continued. “It is also an excellent way 
of assisting hearing people and those 
who work with them to take better ad- 
vantage of already excellent programs 
within their own regions.” 


Flagler is the first 4-year college to 
become a Gallaudet regional center. 
The three existing regional centers 
(formerly called extension centers) are 
at Johnson County Community College 
in Overland Park, Kansas; Northern 
Essex Community College in Haverhill, 
Massachusetts; and Ohlone College in 
Fremont, California. In fiscal 1984 these 
three regional centers served approxi- 
mately 7,500 individuals. 


According to Gallaudet’s Center for 
Assessment and Demographic Studies, 
Florida has the largest population of 
hearing impaired individuals of all 
southern states, and approximately 2.6 
million hearing impaired people live in 
the Southeast. 


Commenting on Flagler’s selection as 
the southeastern regional center, Flagler 
College President William L. Proctor 
said, “We think we’ve established our- 
selves at Flagler in the preparation of 
teachers of the deaf and in providing 
services to the deaf. But certainly this 
affiliation with Gallaudet, which is the 
premier institution in the education of 
deaf students, will greatly extend the 
services Flagler can render.” 


Flagler College, founded in 1968, is 
a charter member of the Northeast Flor- 
ida Consortium for the Deaf and Hear- 
ing Impaired, and it is certified by the 
Council for the Education of the Deaf. 


The Gallaudet administrator for the 
regional center at Flagler is Dr. Roslyn 
Rosen, dean of the College for Contin- 
uing Education. Flagler College is now 
conducting a national search for a direc- 
tor of the new center, which is expected 
to open in October.
